AN ORDINANCE amending General Ordinance No. G-97 
by authorizing the vacation of a portion of 
Fernwood Avenue 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a portion of Fernwood Avenue 
having been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission on January 30, 1975 
following a public hearing thereon, all in accordance with Section 44, Chapter 174, 
of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as amended by Section 
3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana 
(Burns Ind. Stat. , 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the Thoroughfare Plan as set 
forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended by deleting the following portion of 
Fernwood Avenue, Allen County, Indiana, to-wit: 

A sixty (60) foot right of way, thirty (30) feet on either side of 
the following described center line: 

Beginning at a point on the centerline of Fernwood Avenue, and 
25 feet east of the intersection of the west line of the east half (1/2) 
of the west half (1/2) of Section Twenty-five (25) , Township thirty- 
one (31) North, Range twelve (12) East; thence in an easterly direction 
following the centerline extended of Fernwood Avenue, a distance of 
five hundred forty (540) feet; thence on a curve to the left with a 
radius of two hundred nineteen and forty-six hundredths (219.46) 
feet, a distance of one hundred twenty and fifty-seven hundredths 
(120.57) feet; thence north fifty-eight (58) degrees, six (06) min¬ 
utes, forty (40) seconds east, a distance of one hundred twelve and 
eighteen hundredths (112.18) feet; thence on a curve to the right 
with a radius of four hundred ninety (490) feet, a distance of two 
hundred seventy-two and seventy-four hundredths (272.74) feet, 
thence due east to the intersection of Parnell Avenue 

SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval by the Mayor 
and legal publication, a duly certified copy of this Ordinance, of the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall 
be transmitted by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage, approval by the Mayor and legal publication thereof.
